RIOTOUS NEGROES. 


They Almost Have Possession of an 
Arkansas County. 


Murdering Officers, Threatening Whites 
and Burning Cotton Gins—Cotton 
Picking Stopped—A Question 
- of the Price of Picking. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Mempuis (Tenn.,) Sept. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press. A special from 
Mariana, Ark., says: Bonds of riot- 
ous negroes. ha¥ : 
session of Lee county ,Ark. The killing 


for J. F. Frank, by the rioters, has pre- 
cipitated a serious state of affairs. The 
indications for some time, indeed since 
the regulation of the price of picking 
cotton has been inaugurated, have been 
that there would be trouble between 
the blacks and whites. . 

Cotton picking has been suspended in 
Lee county for several days. On Satur- 
day an armed gang of about 100 
mounted men took a position along the 
roadside leading to Frank’s plantation. 
The agent of Frank, Tom Miller, met 
the infuriated negroes and tried to dis- 
suade them from their riotous inten- 
tions, but they shot him down without 
a momént;s warning. They proceeded 
on their way cursing and abusing everv 
white person they met and threatening 
property with destruction. When they 
reached a plantation known as ‘‘Park 
“place” the “gin houses of -Bond~-and- 
Terrell were set on fire and burned to} 
the ground, and afterward _ several 
others in the neighborhood met a sim- 
ilar fate. 

The demonstration on part of the 
blacks has aroused the entire country, 
and the Sheriff and Bond with a posse of 
fifty men are in pursuit of them. It 
seems the negroes were baited witha 
barbecue ina canebrake near Hodge's 
place, and the whites surrounded them 
in the cane last night. No casualties are 
reported, except those of two negroes

The President Mitigates a Sentence. 

WaAsHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The Presi- 
dent passed upon the record of the 
court martial in the case of Gov. Comp- 
ton of the Fourth Cavalry,.who is 
charged with failure, while incommand 
of the military post at Walla Walla, to 
take steps to prevent the lynching ofa 
gambler named Hunt, under arrest for 
killing one of the soldiers under him.

Wasaineton, Sept. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} For two hours this 
morning the President was in consulta- 
tion with representatives of the State 
and Navy Departments. 

While no official information upon the 
subjectcan be obtained, there is reason 
to believe that the administration is 
confronted with a serious aspect of af- 
fairsin Chile. Since last Friday, cable- 
grams in cipher have been passing be- 
tween Washington and Valparaisa, but 
the officials refuse to make their con- 
tents public. It is gathered, however, 
that they relate to affairs in Chili, and 
that serious complications have arisen 
between the Junta and the United 
State representatives in that country. 
At present the United States naval 
force in Chile consists of one vessel, the» 
Baltimore. The San Francisco touche 
at Callao, Peru, last week on her Ww 
‘northward. An effort was made by the 
Navy Department to communicate with 
her, but she sailed for Acapulco, Mex- 
ico,the Friday before the message 
caught her. There is no other modern 
vessel on the Pacific side that could be 
dispatched to Chile. 

It is assumed that Commodore Ran- 
sey, chief of the Navigation Bureau, 
who was called into consultation with 
the Cabinet officials, was asked to ex- 
plain the exact resources of the Navy 
Department.

spoke tenderly of both the Blue and the 
Gray. While the Methodist Church, 
South has a fraternal feeling toward its 
northern brethern of the same denomi- 
nation, he held that it was not wise 
that these two lovers be united in mar- 
riage lest the bonds be not quite conge- 
nial.

ria and Africa whence they had 
been brought, providentally, by the 
New England people.’’ ‘And’ he con- 
continued, “it was also providential 
,that the Africans did not thrive in 
the rigorous climate of New Eng- 
land and it was still more providen- 
tial that when the thrifty Puritans 
found this out they could dispose of 
them to their southern brothers.’’ He 
said it was possibly providential also 
that the northern people took them 
away from the scuiherners azgain.: 

Bishop Mallalieu was chosen by the - 
conference to respond to the greeting 
from Dr. Stradley. Now, the Bishop is 
a very frank, candid sort of a man, the 
kind of one who has the courage of his 
convictions to speak his honest opinion 
under any eircumstances. He did so 
on this occasion. After referring 
kindly to the sister church and its fol- 
lowers, he said that he wished to say 
then and there that he did not believe 
providence had anything to do with 
slavery. God permits sinful things to 
happen. He said that he hoped the 
time would come: when one universal 
Methodism would be recognized which 
would stand for the brotherhood 
of man and fhe fatherhood of God. 
‘“Tlove my colored Methodist brother 
with the same love I bear toward any 
other Methodist. That’s the kind of a 
broad-gauge Christian I am’’ he con- 
tinued, turning to Dr. Stradley. *‘And 
he is just as welcome to my home and 
my table as you would be or any other. 
good Christian. I admit your elo- 
quence, my brother, but you need to be 
more perfectly instructed. I have lived - 
in the city of New Orleans for seven 
vears and I know something of the 
southern spirit as now existing there. 
I was there with my friend Bishop Ha- 
ven, when he had to travel in secrecy 
to preserve his life.

tian work.’’ The Bishop said all thisin 
the kindliest and at the same time firmest 
manner, and concluded by saying: ‘I 
know and love your Bishop Haygood, 
now stationed in Los Angeles, and I 
love all your church -in my heart. Now 
let us sing ‘Blest be the tie that binds.’ ”’ 

Soon after the singing of this hymn 
Dr. Stradley tiptoed ‘out of the audito-_. 
rium, and half an hotr afterward re- 
appeared, accompanied by Bishop Hay- 
good, the resident bishop of the Meth- 
odist Church, South. 

The Bishop was warmly welcomed by 
Bishop Malialieu, and in a few moments 
was asked to address the conference, 
which he did, and in the most delicate, 
and at the same time the shrewdest 
manner possible, counterbalanced some 
things uttered by Dr, Stradley, or took 
the edge off, soto speak, without di-. 
rectly referring tothem. He said he 
loved Christianity better than Meth- 
‘odism, and“ toved” Methodism bet 
ter than a name, and he loved the 
Methodist, Church-South better than 
the,Methodist Church-North, otherwise 
he would leave and join this conference. 

“Your conference’? he continued ‘‘is 
conducted like ours and in some things 
is a good dealunlikeit, You hold your 
business sessions and make your ap- 
pointments just as we do, but you have 
the advantage over us inthat you have 
more men than places and we have not 
enough meu to fill all our appoint- 
ments. We would like a few of your 
extra ministers to fill this vacancy.”’ 

At the conclusion of his remarks 
Bishop Mallalieu asked Bishop Haygood 
if he would, consent to preach before 
the conference last evening and he re- 
plied that he would be very happy to do 
so. And so the breach, if here was 
any, was healed. (4 

Yesterday afternoon the conference 
adjourned to give the ministers an op- 
portunity of visiting the College of 
Liberal Arts at the University and no 
further business sessions were held that 
day. It iscustomary to announce the

Women as City Cleaners. 

We all know how great women are in 
the matter of house-cleaning—how they 
rip everything wide open and pile the 
furniture topsy-turvy in another room 
and make life a burden hard to bear 
while the fitis on, and when the aver- 
age man can't see any necessity for it, 
either. But when they get through, 
even the most case-hardened of us are 
always forced to admit that the house 
is a good deal brighter and fresher and 
more inviting thanit was before, Some 
women of New York, not content with 
the triumphs of house-cleaning, have 
tackled city cleaning. A metropolitan 
paper says that a novel experiment 
that has aroused interestin New York, 
was made recently when Hester street, 
athickly populated and somewhat dis- 
reputable thoroughfare in one of the 
most squalid districts of the city, was 
flushed with water from the hydrants, 
after having. been thoroughly swept. 
Tlie experiment wasa success; Sunday 
morning found Hester street clean for 
the first time in years. This experi- 
ment was made through the persistent 
effort of the Street-Cleaning Aid, Asso- 
ciation, an organization of women, as- 
sisted by an advisoryg@board of men. 
This organization interests the residents 
of districts in which it works in its ef- 
forts to keep the streets clean, and has 
succeeded in calling into active co- 
operation with it the women of the dis- 
tricts to which it has confined its efforts 
this year. The Street-Cleaning Aid As- 
Sociation, at one of its meetings, re- 
ported the violations of the law in one 
precinct, giving the number of the 
house, sometimes the name of the 
owner, and the kind of nuisance main- 
tained. This report was given to the 
police captain of the pretinct, and 
three days later every nuisance had 
disappeared. The captain declares 
that the streets of his precinct were 
never soclean, and that this is due in a 
great measure to the care and co-opera- 
tion of the tenants and_owners of prop- 
erty, who have been arousdd by the 
association. Health statistics indicate 
an improved condition of the health of 
the people inthe section of the city 
where the association had been at 
work. The result of the work of 
the association suggests to the 
New York paper the advisability of put- 
ting women on the boards of street 
commissioners in our great cities. We 
arise, hat in hand, to second the motion.

THE SEWER QUESTION. 


Further Facts and Figures from 
Col. Duncan. 


The Problem Considered in Detail 


from a Practical Point, 


| Our Total Water Supply and Its Prac- 


ticable Disposal! Daily. 


What Can be Done with the Sewer Water 
and How the Sludze May be Han- 
dled—Caleulations and 
Estimates. 


Los ANGELES, Sept. 28.—[To the Edi- 
tor of Tue Times.| As the projectors 
of the line to the sea “have not at- 
tempted to controvert the figures given 
several days ago relative to the sewers, 
‘it must mean that the data asserted by 
calculation are conceded. 

It would be well to give some other 
data, which must govern the projected 
works. 

First—The total daily supply of wate 
fer this city is, I am informed, only 
about 10,000,000 gallons. How much 
is necessary for the absolute conven- 
ience and comfort of this population of 
50,000? All the manufactories have 
to be supplied, the lawns and gardens 
to be watered—and that meansa great 
deal in a city of thirty-six square miles. 
If the whole was settled and cultivated 
it would mean for-that alone, at one- 
tenth of an inch per. day, 35,000,000 
gallons daily. There is such a defi-: 
ciency of water supply that large por- 
tions of the city are left defenseless 
against fires. It was therefore a stun- 
ner to propose any such output as 
thirty-six cubic feet per second, or 21,- 
772,000 gallons per day in a system of 
sewerage only, which was nothing in 
fact but a proposed expenditure by a 
taxation of the citizens.of Los Angeles 
to erect irrigation aqaeducts for the 
benefit of certain sectidds of land in the 
county. It was assumed that the out- 
flow of 22,000,000 gallons would sup- 
ply 12,000 or 15,000 acres and that 


| the owners would pay 83 or $4 per 


acre annually for its use, andthat 330-. 
000 or $40,000 would pay the interest 
on the bonds to"be igsued. 

Unfortunately this kiwd, of scheme 
would not work, even if feasible, for the 
courts would declare unconstitutional 
any proposition to tax a city and issue 
its bonds for the-purpose of improving 
a county or any portion thereof. It is 
not worth while -to: discuss that, how- 
ever, as the total surplus water, and the 
capacity of the sewer now being pro- 
jected would not irrigate over 800 


| acres of land; and that at $5 per acre. 


($4000) would only pay the interest on 
$66,000 of bonds at 6 per cent; whereas 
it is admitted that the city would have 
to spend $250,000 to build-the sewer. 
And without any.otHherexpense to keep 
itin repair and pay superintendents 
and overseers, it would entail an annual 
interest of $15,000. So.all sensible 
men must absolutely, reject all such 
proposals and turn toward something 
practical, feasible and cheap. : 
Second—It is admitted that the ‘‘out- 
fall only looks toward the sewage prob- 
lem; that the surfac@and storm water 
has to be provided for by other expen- 
sive works, with catch basins. and prin- 
cipal conduits pouring the water into 
the river and down other lines’’—quot- 
ing from the authority: on that subject 
to the Mayor 
The storm waters, however, were 
chiefly to be discharged into the river, 
and other natural watercourses by 
over-flow openings, in order that the 
outfall tothe sea might be reduced to 
the size required to convey only the 
sewage ofthe city.”

Rascals will Not be Allowed to Prac- 


‘Important Land Suit Commenced 
Against the Southern Pacific. — 


The Forfeiture of 850,000 Acres of Land 
Asked for—The Itata Investigation— 
Lottery Dealers Convicted— 
General Court Notes. 


Judge Erskine M. Ross of the United 
States District Court is one of the few 
men, who in addition to being irre- 
| proachable and unapproachable in both 
their official and private characters, 
have the courage of their convictions at 
all times and under all circumstances. 

An instance of this trait occurred in 
the District Court yesterday morning 
when F. R. Willis, the attorney, ap- 
peared before Judge Ross, and moved 
the Court for the admission of A. A. 
Montano, who accompanied him, to 
practice in the United States courts. 

“Is this A. A. Montano the man who 
was recently indicted for robbing the 
county?’’ asked Judge Ross. 

“The same, Your Honor,’’ replied 
Attorney Willis, ‘but the charges 
against him have been dismissed.’’ 

“Then,’’ said Judge Ross, sternly, 

‘I think, Mr. Willis, that you had better 
withdraw your motion, at least tor the 
present. There are several persons 
practicing at the bar of this county who 
have been notoriously guilty of conduct 
unbecoming to gentlemen and lawyers, 
fand their rascality is known all over 
this county Ido not, however, pro- 
pose to allow any of them to practice in 
this court.

This is doubtless the most important 
suit ever brought in this State, and it 
will doubtless go to the United States 
Supreme Court.
